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POOL ROOMS RAIDED 


“ Dry Beer” 
and Gambling Para­ 


phernalia Confiscated By Officers. 


There 
was 
much excitement 
at 
Brownstown Saturday evening when 
it became known that Garry Preggy’s 
pool 
room. 
Mike 
Mullen’s 
soft 
drink place and an alleged gambling 
room had been raided, and that the 
officers had confiscated a quantity of 
“ dry bear” , a keg supposed to con­ 
tain wine, several slot machines and a 
card table. 
The alleged gambling 
room is located in the Falk building 
above Preggy’s place, and it is said 
five of the most prominent men in 
Brownstown were found in the room 
engaged in a gambling game. 
Mul­ 
len’s place is located in Ewing. 
The liquor and other articles con­ 
fiscated have been stored in the county 
jail, and will be used as evidence in 
the suits which, it is said, will soon 
follow. 
The “ dry beer” is labeled 
“ M altola” and it is said by some that 
it can be sold without violating the j 
law as it contains less than one per 
cent of alcohol. 
The raid was brought about as the 
result of the work of two detectives, 1 
who have been working in Browns­ 
town for over two weeks. 
One of the 
detectives represented himself as an 
agent for ice cream freezers while the 
other as a picture fraraejagent. 
It is ! 
said that they purchased “ dry beer” I 
from the places raided, and that they 
sent samples to Indianapolis to have 
it tested, but no *oue seems to know 
what report was made on the tests. 
The raid came as a surprise to the 
majority of the people in Brownstown, 
as it was not generally known that the 
detectives were 
obtaining evidence 
there. 
The detectives, it is reported, 
were brought to Brownstown upon the 
request of a number of temperance 
workers who believed that the liquor 
laws were being violated, and who 
wished to stop the violations, if any 
existed. 
The men who were said to have been 
found in the alleged gambling room, 
which is above Preggy’s place are 
prominent men and there was much 
surprise when their 
names became 
known. Just what action will be taken 
has not yet been made public, but it is 
rumored that charges will be filed and 
the cases will be pushed, and if the 
violations can be proven an effort will 
be made to have the men prosecuted. 
II. C. Minton, attorney for the Indi­ 
ana Anti-saloon League received a 
telephone message from Brownstown 
Sunday afternoon that the officers had 
made a raid and that affidavits would 
be filed. 
He went to Brownstown this 
morning and is now assisting in pre­ 
paring the papers. 
In answer to a telephone message 
this morning, Mr. Minton stated that 
be did not come to take charge of the 
prosecutions as that 
was not the I 
policy of the anti-saloon league. 
He 
said that he was in Brownstown merely 
to assist the deputy prosecutor, and j 
to give any advice which might be 
needed in 'pushing the cases. 
He 
stated that Ross Robertson, deputy 
prosecutor had charge of the affidavits. 
When asked if he knew 
that th e ; 
places were to be raided, Mr. Minton 
stated that he had been informed that 
the raids were to be made soon, but 
did not know the exact time. 
When 
asked if the detectives were working 
under the direction of the anti-saloon 
league, he replied that the league as 
an association did not employ detec-1 
tives to work up evidence in places 
where it was believed that the law wras 
being violated, but kept in touch with 
reliable detective'agencies, and was in 


a position to make recommendations 
when required to do 
so. 
Mr. Min­ 
ton will complete his work at Browns­ 
town this afternoon and return to 
Indianapolis. 
It is reported that the detectives did 
their work so well that very few peo­ 
ple discovered what their real em­ 
ployment was. 
A story is told of one 
of the detectives that while he was 
getting “ in ” with the gang he became 
intoxicated 
on “ near 
beer” 
and 
was 
a r r e s t e d 
and 
fined 
for 
drunkenness. 
After that time 
he 
had no trouble whatever in getting 
into the “ inner circle.” 
The people throughout the county 
as well as the citizens of Brownstown 
are much interested in the movement 
and are awaiting the outcome with in­ 
terest.

seed corn before planting, and if this 
is done it is said the results will be 
much better.

MESSINA STILL SHOCKED. 


S u rvivin g Inhabitant* B elieve In rn 
l'opulur Tradition. 
The popular tradition that Messina 
Is doomed to be swallowed by the sea 
and disappear like the land which 
united the north coast of Sicily to 
Italy and its south coast to Africa 
receives confirmation by a strange phe­ 
nomenon 
observed 
recently, a New 
York Sun correspondent says. 
Since the great earthquake and tidal 
wave of a year ago a gradual slow de­ 
pression of the land has been noticed 
in several parts of the coast. 
Within 
the last year the land along the sea­ 
coast sunk about eighteen inches. The 
promenade on the sea front, which was 
greatly damaged by the earthquake 
and partially washed away by the tidal 
wave, has now in a way been repaired, 
as its level has been raised by heaping 
rubble and loose earth on it; still sev­ 
eral steps of the 
different 
landing 
stages on this promenade originally 
built above the water and which re­ 
mained dry after the earthquake are 
now completely under water. 
Likewise 
the 
tongue of land or 
peninsula in the shake of a sickle, 
which forms a natural breakwater in 
the harbor of Messina, is under w'ater 
in those portions where no fortifica­ 
tions and lighthouses exist, and in 
rough weather the waves wrash over it 
from the strait into the harbor, where 
the rubbish cleared from me streets of 
the ruined city is dumped, but the sut> 
sidence of the soil continues and the 
sea in rough weather washes away all 
the lose earth heaped on the natural 
breakwater. 
This phenomenon is causing alarm 
among the surviving 
inhabitants of 
Messina, w'ho are in a continual state 
of panic owing to the daily shocks of 
earthquake felt since last December, 
but evidently their alarm is n#t shared 
by those in authority, since it i3 set­ 
tled to rebuild the city on the same 
spot.

A Physician W ho I* Not a B ellere f 
In Ftetcherlam. 
The human race seems bound to be­ 
come bald and toothless. 
If w'e do not 
give our teeth enough hard work they 
are bound to decay and the dentists 
have their innings, so to say. 
If we 
do not use our muscles th^J become 
flabby and weak. 
The same principle 
holds good with regard to the stom­ 
ach; if w'e do 
not give this organ a 
sufficient amount of work in digesting 
food, it suffers in consequence, and 
the whole scheme of digestion and is- 
similation goes wrong. 
On all sides we hear inexpert dietista 
talking about selecting foods and cook­ 
ing them in a way to be "easy of di­ 
gestion” ; and because this is the al­ 
most universal practice, we are becom­ 
ing a race of dyspeptics. 
Close stu­ 
dents of the subject are well aw'are 
that it is the meat-eating nations and 
heavy meat-eaters everywhere that are 
the chief sufferers from inflammation 
of the bowels (falsely called "appendi­ 
citis,” either through ignorance or for 
commercial purposes); and this is not 
altogether because animal food is nas­ 
ty stuff, but from the practice of chew­ 
ing it or eating it in the form of hash. 
All meat-eating animals bolt their 
food—not because they know more 
than human beings, but simply because 
it is their nature to do so. 
It is as 
unphysiologic a1 and unwholesome to 
chew meat as not to chew the grains 
and other starchy foods. 
Feed a dog 
on hashed meat and he w'ill have dys­ 
pepsia, and very likely inflammation 
of the bowels; and if his owner has a 
good bank account there might be an 
operation for "apendieitis.” 
When a piece of meat of reasonable 
size is taken into the stomach, it can­ 
not pass into the intestines until it 
has been dissolved completely by the 
gastric juice; 
hilt when It is first 
chewed or taken in the form of hash 
it passes into the intestines unfitted 
for intestinal digestion and absorp­ 
tion; hence, "ptomaine poisoning” and 
all sorts of mischief. 
As for the question of baldness, we 
know' that women are practically never 
bald, and this Is because their hats bal­ 
ance on the top- of their hair, with no 
tight band around the head; but men, 
with their derby hats fitting tightly 
around the head and cutting off the 
free 
circulation of the blood from 
crown downward, often have the head 
as smooth as a billard ball before 30 
years of age.

It is told of a titled Englishman 
that when his son explained his folly 
in going down a coal mine by saying 
that he spoiled his clothes so as to 
be able to say that he had performed 
the feat, replied:

This method appears to 
have been followed by one James Knox 
de Bolduc, a monk, who, according to 
a Paris contemporary, .made his Polar 
voyage in 1665. 
This is the Pole as 
described by this Bolduc: 
“At the Pole one finds the place 
where all the waves of the sea con­ 
centrate 
to 
disappear in the same 
whirlpool. 
Four great 
islands, sur­ 
round this precipice, separated by four 
great canals, succeeding which are the 
divided seas. An enormous rock, quite 
black, and 23 miles in circumference, 
marks the Pole itself. 
"The unfortunate ships which ven­ 
ture into these latitudes are imme­ 
diately lost, lf they are not assisted 
by favorable winds.” 
The Civil and Military Gazette of 
Lahore, India, suggests that the ac­ 
count of Bolduc may be found In the 
"Teutsche Acta Eruditorium ” (1712), 
which has been described as an excel­ 
lent periodical, edited by J. G. Rabener 
and C. G. Jucher, and continued from 
1740 to 1751 as "Zuverlaessige Nach- 
rlchten.”—Army and Navy Journal.

SQUIRRELS SPREAD PLAQUE. 


Official* Plan Conference to !>«▼ !•• 
Mean* of E xterm ination. 
So serious has become the question 
of the spread in this country of the 
bubonic plague from the cases that 
have been discovered on the Pacific 
Coast that plans are now being made 
for a conference on the subject be­ 
tween the biologists of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and the expert* 
of the public health and marine hos­ 
pital service, with a view of devising 
means for stamping it out at once, the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Herald says. 
While none of the 
officials of either branch of the gov­ 
ernment will consent to be quoted on 
the subject, they do not hesitate to 
admit that they are much disturbed 
by recent developments in California. 
That the ground squirrel is an im­ 
portant if not the principal factor in 
the dissemination of the disease on 
the Pacific Coast is admitted by tho 
officials of the public health and ma­ 
rine hospital service. 
They carry it, 
according to the generally accepted 
theory, in the fleas which live upon 
them as parasites. 
These squirrels are being killed off 
in California, but the work will bo 
carried on to a greater extent than at 
present because of the fear that has 
gripped the 
government 
that some­ 
thing really serious may result from 
the present conditions. 
It is proposed 
to take no chances whatsoever and 
leave no loophole through which the 
disease may work eastward. 
In California nine persons have been 
attacked with the plague as a result, 
it is believed, of having been bitten 
by the fleas w'hicti infest the ground 
squirrel. 
Several of these persons, ac­ 
cording to the data in possession of the 
Department of Agriculture, have died. 
The officials declare that It Is the 
same plague that each year wipes out 
thousands of people in India. 
It is 
believed that the disease was carried 
to California by rats on board mer­ 
chant vessels and that the rats have 
handed over the deadly germs to the 
squirrels. 
The squirrels infested with 
the disease have spread over 600 miles 
about San Francisco and Oakland and 
doubtless go farther. 
In the last year the public health 
and marine hospital service lias not 
been negligent in its effort to stamp 
out the plague in this country, 
In a 
report by Dr. Walter Wyman, surgeon- 
general of the public health and ma­ 
rine hospital service, just made pub­ 
lic, it is recorded that during the 
week w'hich ended December 4, 1909, 
1,908 r a ts ‘were trapped and killed in 
San Francisco and 597 were done away 
with in a similar manner in Oakland. 
In San Francisco as many as 398 rats 
have been found infected with the 
deadly germs, according to Dr. Wy­ 
m an’s report.

The ligitimate dealers would 
not handle an order for less than 
5,000 bushels, and then a lot of places 
sprung up where men of limited cap­ 
ital could speculate with very small 
sums, and these men were spoken of 
contemptuously as buying and selling 
wheat by the bucketful; hence shops 
w'here a small business was conducted 
in grain on a margin came to be known 
as bucket shops.

thirteen counts in eleven Indictments 
returned b y the grand jury that has 
b een investigating the Swope mystery 
for the last three weeks, Dr. B. Clarke 
Hyde, husb and of a niece of the late 
Colonel Thomas H. Swope, has b een 
indicted. 
Two indictments charge first degree 
murder in connection with the deaths

Dr. Hyde is alleged to have 
given them strychnine tab lets. 
One indictment accuses Dr. Hyde of 
manslaughter b y b leeding Jam es Moss 
Hunton, a cousin cf Colonel Sdope« in 
a neglectful manner. 
Perhaps the most surprising of all 
the indictments returned are the eight 
in connection with the alleged poison­ 
ing of the Swope family and visitors 
and attendants of the Swope house­ 
hold. 
Dr. Hyde is accused in these in­ 
dictments. which contain tep counts 
of poisoning with typhoid germs with 
intent to 
murder

All these 
persons were stricken with typhoid I 
fever while Dr. Hyde was attending I 
the Swope family. 


Paoli. Ind., March 5.— In the suit of 
the state testimony as to gamb ling at 
Tom Taggart’s hotel at French Lick 
was given b y Harry Miller and Rob ert 
Machan, b oth of whom were sent to 
the resort b y Governor Hanly to gath­ 
er evidence. 
Another important wit­ 
ness was the Rev. Dr. Melt of Evans­ 
ville, who testified that he had seen a 
numb er of women gamb ling.

Testimony was offered to 
show that Taggart was president and 
general m anager of the hotel compa­ 
ny; that he received a salary of $6,000 
i a year, and that he signed the leases 
to the casino under which A1 Brown 
. and others conducted the gamb ling. 
Rev. Mr. Helt swore that he saw fifty 
or more women gamb ling at the ca­ 
sino at different times and that the 
play was at times very large. 
The 
women were expensively gowned, said | 
the minister, and seemed to he ab le 
to lose the money. 
None of them 
complaind of their losses as far as he i 
knew. 
Although Thomas Taggart gave his 
deposition at Indianapolis some time 
ago, that deposition will not he used 
b ecause Mr. Taggart will go on the 
witness stand himself.

TROUBLES OF JURYM AN. 


U m e Riont« for Taking lltm lot* 
C u s to d y . 
The locking up of ju ries—actually 
im prisoning them —may be necessary, 
but any agreem ent reached in that way 
appears to correspond pretty closely in 
term s to w hat the law books call an 
agreem ent extorted “under duress of 
im prisonm ent,” which is frauduent and 
invalid. 
The authority for it rests ou 
the very old precedent of court prac­ 
tice, and no doubt judges would find 
the most ample justification in law if 
the right were questioned, especially as 
there is nobody to decide on their own 
powers but the judges themselves. 
It 
is an indignity for a free citizen, act­ 
ing as a part of a court of justice, to 
have his liberty taken awray by a show 
of force, for he is taken into custody, 
led into a room, and Jbcked in forcibly 
by court officers, and he m ight well ask 
himself w hether he is capable of ren­ 
dering a strictly im partial verdict un­ 
der restraint. Perhaps that is one way 
of convincing the prisoner at the bar 
that he is being "tried by his peers." 
In a recent m urder trial in New York 
City, notorious over the whole civilized 
world, each juror was placed under a r­ 
rest as he stepped into the jury box, 
even before the case was opened, and 
he was kept a close prisoner—unless 
fortunate enough to be rejected as a 
juror — throughout 
the 
wearisome 
weeks of that trial. 
The excuse offered by this indignity 
—for it certainly is that, disguise it as 
you will— was that it was necessary to 
prevent some jurym en being bribed; 
but it does not seem unreasonable for 
an honest man to ask why he should 
he suspected of willingness to bo cor­ 
rupted any more readily than the judge 
or the district attorney. 
Judges and district attorneys have 
been known to be brioed, or bribers, 
before n o w ; perhaps on 
the 
record 
quite often as jurymen. 
Why not lock 
up the judge and 
district 
attorney 
along w ith the jury to prevent the 
possibility, or suspicion, of their be­ 
ing “reached?"— Joseph Horner Coates, 
in Scribner’s.

BEES AS F A R M E R S ’ AIDS.

Beekeeping is a valuable aid in the 
cultivation of fruit and seed crops. 
In­ 
sects which feed on nectar play an im­ 
portant part in the fertilization of 
flowers. 
Fertilization 
is effected in 
other ways, but the agency of insects 
is the more certain and efficacious, and 
no other insect is comparable with the 
honey bee in this respect. 
A strong hive contains 10,000 beeg 
in February, 15,000 in March, 40,000 
in April, and from 60,000 to 80,000 in 
May. 
It has been discovered by skil­ 
ful observers th at the average load of 
nectar carried to the hive by a bee is 
about 3-10 of a grain, so th a t the col­ 
lection of one pound of nectar requires 
nearly 23,000 foraging excursions. 
By m eans of hive3 set cm balances 
it has been found th at the daily In­ 
crease of w’eight In May averages 3.3 
pounds. 
Occasionally, more than 11 
pounds is gairied in one day, and when 
the am ount consumed by the bees and 
the 1m s of weight by evaporation are 
considered, it appears probable that 
the average daily quantity of nectar 
collected is not less than 11 pounds, 
which w'ould load 250,000 bees. 
As a bee visits 10 flowers on the 
average in collecting a 
single 
load, 
some 2,500,000 flowers are visited in 
one day by the bees of a single hive. 
An additional large num ber of visits 
Í3 required for the collection of pollen. 
These figures 
explain 
why many 
trees and plants bear small crops in 
the absence of bees. 
The bee Is charged with 
various 
im aginary crimes. 
Its sting is formid 
able, but chiefly to the imprudent. 
It 
is accused of ravaging fruit, but its 
tongue is formed exclusively for the 
extraction of sweqt 
juices, 
and its 
mandibles are unable to pierce the skin 
of a fruit.—Cosmos.

A couple of the Mississippi valley 
States are again agitating the question 
of taxing the houseboats found in their 
waters, the Louisville Courier-Journal 
says. 
Every once in a while the ques­ 
tion is brought up in some State, but 
it always ends in the houseboat man 
winning, for when one State gets too 
hot for him all he has to do is to slip 
his cable and float away to a shore 
where the authorities do not bother or 
collect taxes from a man whose home 
is upon the waters. 
The houseboats are usually scows or 
flatboats about twenty feet long by ten 
or tw’elve feet wide, roughly construct­ 
ed of two-inch planks spiked together 
and calked with oakum and rags, and 
the seams made w atertight with pitch 
or tar. 
A small, low house is built up 
on the boat and covers about two- 
thirds of it, leaving a cockpit or else 
a raised platform at each end from 
w’hieh the crew w’ork the sweeps or 
oars when they are the m eans of pro­ 
pulsion used. 
The house Is divided off into from 
one to five roon«, depending upon the 
size of the family and the size of the 
boat. 
While many are cheaply con­ 
structed others are equal to a well-ap­ 
pointed land cottage. 
In m any 
in­ 
stances rough bunks or berths are con­ 
structed on the sides of sleeping q uar­ 
ters. 
A cooking stove is set up in the 
house and its sheet iron pipe project­ 
ing through the roof takes the place 
of a chimney. 
Some of the boats are 
operated by power. 
The better class are equipped with 
furniture, a few even having organs 
and other musical instrum ents, but of 
recent years the graphaphone and pho­ 
nograph have proved the most popular 
of musical instrum ents, and when two 
or three are moored together the crew’s 
usually entertain each other in the 
evening by each in turn placing the 
instrum ents on the roof of the boat 
and playing their entire repertoire. 
The shanty boat folk come from all 
stages of society. 
Many are young 
m arried couples just starting out in 
life and hoping in a few years to ac­ 
quire enough of the world’s goods to 
enable the.m to settle down on land. 
W orkmen in m anufacturing establish­ 
m ents located in the river towns live 
on the w ater in order to save 
taxes 
and rent. 
A few’ invalids seek health 
outdoors in this fashion and there are 
some plain tram ps who have no highe»- 
ambition in life than to get through it 
with the least possible exertion. 
Among the tramp3 are 
found 
the 
riffraff of the river, 
whose 
lawless 
practices have caused them 
to 
be 
dreaded by shore people and the bet 
ter class of shanty boatmen. 
Most of 
their time, when they are not steal 
ing, eating, drinking or sleeping, is 
spent in playing cutthroat euchre, of 
whieh they are inordinately fond, Quar 
rels are of frequent occurrence during 
these games and sometimes a m urder 
is hidden by the waters of the muddv 
river. 
Many of the tram ps’ boats are run 
down by steam ers in the night, owing 
to all the crew’ being drunk or asteep 
and no light being shown. 
Many are 
wrecked on the snags o r the sharp top 
of a bob sawyer. 
The latter Is a tree 
with its roots held in the river bottom 
by the sand and mud and its broken 
top bobbing up and down with the un 
dulation of the current. 
It gets its 
nam e from the bobbing and sawing mo­ 
tions Imparted by it to the water. 
It has been estimated that on the 
Ohio and Mississippi Rivers and their 
tributaries, exclusive of* the Missouri, 
the num ber of shanty boats is in ex­ 
cess of 4,000. 
Estim ating three per­ 
sons to a boat, this would make a to­ 
tal of over 12,000 persons living in 
such craft. 
It Is as a fisherman that 
the shanty boatman shines, and many 
of them not only catch enough fish to 
furnish subsistence for themselves, but 
also have a surplus to barter with the 
shore dwellers for land provender.

T orture on a grand scale in England 
w’ent out with Felton, the assassin of 
Buckingham, but torture on a small 
scale continued

quently resorted to was that known as 
the wooden horse, to ride which was 
the 
punishm ent 
accorded 
for petty 
thefts, insubordination and so on. The 
wooden horse was made of 
planks 
nailed together so as to form a sharp 
ridge or angle about eight or nine feet 
long. 
This ridge represented the back 
of the horse and was supported by 
four posts or legs about five feet high 
placed on a stand made movable by 
truckles. 
To complete the resemblance 
to the noblest anim al in 
creation a 
head and tail were added. 
When a soldier w’as sentenced, either 
by court m artial or by his command 
ing officer, to ride the horse he was 
placed on the brute’s back, with his 
hands tied behind him, and frequently 
enough, in order to increase the pain, 
m uskets were fastened to his legs to 
weigh them down, or, as was jocu­ 
larly said, to prevent the fiery, un 
tamed, barebacked steed from kicking 
him off.—I^ondon Graphic.

How to Cure, Keep Fre*h and Cook 
It Itltrkt. 


While salt beef Is not as nutritious 
nor so digestible as fresh meat, it has 
its place. 
At times it is craved in 
the same way that good ham appeals 
to the appetite satiated with steaks, 
chops and 
roasts. 
It is especially 
good In 
warm weather, with fresh 
vegetables, and many people prefer to 
salt it at home. 
It takes but little 
time to make a cold brine, and if ’.t 
Is strong enough so th a t a sm all 
portion of the salt will not dissolve, 
no m atter how’ much It is stirred, then 
it is in good condition. 
Cut the .meat 
into pieces not over 6 inches thick, 
and do not let them lie in the brine too 
long, because the m eat will then be too 
salt and hard. 
A scum rising on brine is a sign 
that it is not 
in 
good 
condition. 
Scald it and add more salt, sugar and 
saltpeter, keeping the original propor­ 
tions of each, or else throw it away, 
for it should not be used unless in per­ 
fect condition. 
Let the m eat lie !n 
the brine three or four days, when it 
will be sufficiently soft. 
In a large 
stone Jar mix four cups of rock salt, 
one-half ounce of saltpeter and one- 
half cup of brow'n sugar, with four 
quarts of cold water. 
Stir until the 
solution is as complete as it can be 
made, then lay in the pieces of m eat 
that have been rubbed over well with 
salt. 
Lay a plate on the meat and 
a stone on that, then cover the jar. 
- 
W hat pieces to buy for corning :s 
the next question. 
Some housewives 
select a solid piece from the round, 
but it is a more common way to b u r 
cuts from the forequarter. 
That part 
called the rattle rand and also the 
brisket are each cut in three pieces, 
and all are excellent for corning. 
The 
price years ago was low\ but for some 
time past no cut of beef is Inexpensive, 
unless it may be the shin bone. 
Beef that has been in brine but i 
few* days is best put into boiling wa- 
ter to cook. 
As soon as the water boils 
again skim well and set back where it 
will sim m er until very tender. Corned 
beef is much better if cooled in the 
w’ater in which it is cooked. 
If beef 
is very salt it is better to put it on 
in cold water, but in either case cook 
slowly. 
When beef is to be pressed, 
place it with the fibers running length­ 
wise of the pan or mold, as the slices 
w’ill then cut across the grain. 
Set 
another pan on the beef and a flatiron 
In It for a weight.

THE DEADLY PUBLIC DRINKING CUP. 
1VE diseases are responsible for 400,000 
deaths ln the United States every year. 
They are diphtheria, bronchitis, tubercu­ 
losis, pneumonia and grippe, and each and 
every one of them may be acquired—and 
often is—by the use of the common drink ­ 
ing cup. This strik ing array of figures ap­ 
pears in a paper by Prof. Alvin Davidson of Lafayette 
College, which is given additional weight by being pub­ 
lished in the current bulletin of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health. 
It constitutes an unanswer­ 
able argument against the use of public drink ing cups 
anywhere, but more especially In and about the public 
schools. 
An epidemic of diphtheria in Rochester, N. Y., dur­ 
ing which twenty-four people were ill, was traced un­ 
mistak ably to a drink ing cup which all the sick had 
used. 
Tonsilitis and sore throat are invariably more 
common in schools where common drink ing cups are 
used than where the individual cup is required or the 
sanitary drink ing fountain has been installed.

Speak ing of the calorimeter 
and its allied investigation, Dr. Arms- 
by said; 
"A sufficient food supply is a funda­ 
mental necessity of civilization, and 
its conservation is as important as 
that of our mines, forests or water 
powers. 
We are at last beginning to 
realize that there is such a thing as 
a food problem, and that when, in the 
not distant future, 
our 
population 
reaches half a billion, It may be a 
very serious one. 
All the available 
material will then be needed for hu 
man consumption. 
A large part of 
the products of the farm, however, can 
not be consumed directly. 
About 70 
per cent of the wheat crop is contained 
In the straw and the .milling residues, 
while hay and similar forage crops 
we can not consume at all. 
We can, 
however, feed them to farm animals, 
and thus effect a double saving.”

They have been assured 
that they can use such evidence as a 
basis for a criminal action, while in­ 
dividual employes could do no more 
than bring civil suits to recover dam­ 
ages. 
So far as the effect upon the strike ; 
is concerned, some of the officials are 
confident that nothing would be more 
disastrous to the union forces than 
drastic prosecution of the leaders. 
The names of the men to be arrest­ 
ed have not been mentioned specifical- ! 
ly, but the general 
strike is being 
bossed by a committee of ten which 
was selected from the two organiza- 
tions that art* most prominent in the ’ 
strike, the Central Labor Union and 
the Allied Building Trades Council. 
| 
The decision of the authorities to 
jail the lead* rs was partly assisted by j 
the 
assurances 
that 
the 
political 
bosses would keep hands off. 
It is un­ 
derstood that the machine will not in­ 
terfere in any way with whatever ac­ 
tion Reyburn and Clay may take. 
So 
far none of the union leaders has had 
a hint of the tactics to be employed by 
the city officials. 
It is not supposed 
that they will dodge, since hitherto 
they have tried to make capital out of 
the jailing of Pratt and Murphy for 
inciting lo riot.
